JNIONS COMPLAIN
AGAINST TEACHER

Say She Has Reviled Labor Or-
ganization to Pupils in
Her Classes

BOARD MAY ACT TODAY

Memberg of the Central Lahor UTnion |
will attend a meeting of the Doard of
Education this afternoon to see what
action has been taken on a complaint
made by representatives of the unions,
that Miss Mary M, McCurdy, a teacher
in the Sheriden School, in alleged to
have spoken agninst union labor.

The committer on edueation of the
Central Labor Union rrquﬂ!l'tl an in-
vestigation of its complaint in a letter
ta the board,

The letter from the Central Labor
T'nion ealled the board’s attention “‘to
n dangerous policy said to be followed
by Misn MeCurdy,"'”

The message pointed out that or-
ganized labor in Philadelphia does not
believe in militancy and has never in
any labor dispute countenanced vio-
lence or terrorisin,

“We believe the Board of Education
holds with us,'” saye the letter, “‘that
both capital and labor are entitled to a
‘square deal.” We are confident ¥ou
would appreciate our celling breaches
of that ‘square dénd’ to your attention,
just ne we would weleome a similar
action by those outside our ranks.''

It is because of its belief, the letter
snys, that the Central Labor Union
nsks an investigation of charges that
Migs MeCurdy is stirring up industrial
disorder in the northeast,

“We are informed that she has re
viled the union movement to the gcholars
in her continuation clgsses, that she has
endeavored to convince continnation
pupils, who are working in union shops
that union lenders are unfit to follow
and that she has advised her pupils to
go home and urge their parents to get
out of the unions to which they belong, "

Denles Truth of Charges

Miss McCurdy denied the truth
the Central Labor Union's charges,

“There is absolutely no 4ruth in the
statement,'’ she said. huve no
recollection of having mentioned Tubor
infons to the childrea, as 1 have no oc-
casion to do so. Although I teach cur-
rent events, 1 have not bad oceasion 1o
speak of lnbor unlons for a long time,

“Misunderstandings of the teacher's
words by the pupils are common occur-
rences, Thie children in my classes are
fram fourteen to sixteen yenrs of wuge,
both boys and girls."’
